Subject: "Recaptured Glory" 


Mr. Ferry, who specializes in the investi- 
gation of ancient civilizations, recently completed 
an extensive tour of the Near East, the Middle 
East, and North Africa observing and photo- 
graphing the restoration of various once-flourish- 
ing communities conceived by those master city- 
planners, the Romans. 

Illustrated with 35mm color slides, Mr. 
Ferry's lecture is an engrossing survey of the 
massive program now under way in reclaiming 
as much as possible of Rome's classical past. 
The program will spotlight two seldom-visited 
cities on the north coast of Africa where 
Imperial Rome built cities never equalled for 
grandeur and magnificence of architectural 
splendor.

The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, in collaboration with the 
Academy, will present during the Christmas 
season a series of Holiday Science Lectures for 
specially selected high school students in the 
Bay Area. Five one-hour lectures are scheduled 
December 26-30 by Professor Paul A. Weiss, 
Head of the Department of Developmental 
Biology of the Rockefeller Institute. His subject: 
"Living Form". In his series, Dr. Weiss will 
illustrate the ordering principles and mechanisms 
which endow organisms with those characteristic 
patterns that distinguish them from sheer piles 
of substance, all the way from molecules through 
cells and organs to individuals and populations. 

Dr. Weiss, a distinguished biologist, is a 
member of many internationally important 
scientific societies and an advisor to the Federal 
government. 


Dx. Edward S. Ross, Curator of the 
Department of Entomology, is the author-photo- 
grapher of a new book, "Camouflage in Nature" 
published by PANORAMA, a service of the 
Columbia Record Club. Included in this natural 
history volume designed particularly for young 
people is a series of 16 color slides and a 
spoken record by Hans Conreid, both of which 
are integrated with the text and photographs.

Meet the Staff 


BENJAMIN DRAPER, Executive Producer of the 
"Science in Action'' TV series, came to the Academy 
in 1949 on temporary assignment as a writer. Twelve 
years and 440 shows later, he has shepherded "'S in A" 
into becoming the oldest show on all of television with 
the same sponsor (Wells Fargo Bank), and the winner 
of almost 40 national and local awards for excellence. 


With a New England heritage, Ben was raised 
and educated in Denver, Colorado. His writing career 
began in the 4th grade when he completed his first 
play, and he has not stopped writing since. He financed 
his own education (A. B. and A. M.) at the University 
of Denver by working at the City Hall. In 1936, he 
was employed as a researcher in public finance at the 
University of Chicago and studied concurrently for a 
Ph. D. In 1941 he was employed by the Wharton School, 
University of Pennsylvania. Came World War II and 
Ben served as a government economist in Washington, 
D.C., Hawaii and San Francisco, and in the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 


At war's close Ben returned to Denver, but he and 
his wife, Barbara, discovered that ''you can't go home 
again’. They soon removed themselves to San Fran- 
cisco where his notable career at the Academy began. 


His widespread interest in writing, the arts, 
economics and civic affairs have made him invaluable 
in furthering not only the successes of "S in A", but 
in producing other noteworthy TV shows, including the 
first in-school classroom teaching program, ''Explorers 
of Tomorrow", seen on the air for 4 years. 


"Science in Action'' is now shown in Hawaii, 
Los Angeles, Phoenix, Miami and Hong Kong - with 


Portland, Oregon set to join the list almost immediately. 


Ben's dream? To see the program telecast not only 
in every major city of the U.S. but in Europe as well. 
"This would be one way the Academy could assist in 
the government's 'People to People' program", he 
says, "and 'Science in Action' has the international 
quality to do it"!
